WILL SOON HAVE IT ON JOHN D. 


Marshal Chandler Will Serve Sub- 


poena In Cleveland. 


Chicago, July 3.—District Attorney 


Sims, who is directing the search for 
John D. Rockefeller, was assured to- 
day by United States Marshal Chan- 
dler, of Cleveland, O., that he expects 
to serve the subpoena calling for Mr. 
Rockefeller's presence on Saturday in 
this city, within a few hours. 


It is asserted by officers of the Uni- 


ted States district court that the at- 
torneys for the Standard Oil company 
have offered to give all the desired in- 
formation if the subpoena against Mr. 


kRockefeller is withdrawn. Judge Lan- 
%is, however, is on an automobile trip 


in Wisconsin, and it was declared to- 
<"fay by District Attorney Sims that 
a"\y conditions looking 
toward 
the 


wjthdrawal of the subpoena -will be 
ignored by the judge. 


United States Marshal Henkel, of 


New York, informed District Attorney 
Sims today that he had been unable 
to obtain any information as to the 
whereabouts of either John D. Rocke- 
feller or "William Rockefeller. 
Mar- 


shal Chandler, of Cleveland, is the 
only federal official who reports hope- 
fully on the chances of serving the 
subpoena. 


NOTHING DOING AT CLEVELAND. 


Big Army; of Deputies Fall to Find 


Rockefeller. 


Cleveland, O., July 3.—Deputy Uni- 


ted States marshals continued their 
search for John D. Rockefeller here 
today for the purpose of serving him 
with a subpoena to appear in the court 
of Judge Landis at Chicago next Sat- 
urday. Marshal Chandler said he still 
felt confident that Mr. Rockefeller was 
in or near Cleveland and that service 
on him would be obtained before many 
hours had elapsed. 


Chandler said he placed no credence 


in a report published this morning to 
the effect that Rockefeller had left 
Pc-est Hill in an automobile last night, 
slipping by a deputy marshal who was 
on guard all nignt around the resi- 
dence of the oil man. 


The search for Rockefeller 
today 


was on a more systematic basis than 
anything attempted heretofore. With 
an increased number of deputies at 
his command. Marshal Chandler had 
the grounds at Forest Hill thoroughly 
gone over by his men: Deputy mar- 
shals also called at the homes o'f a 
number of Rockefeller's friends, where 
it was thought he possibly might take 
refuge.

with government employes and two

Holding Commander of 


Sultan's Body Guard. 


Tangier, 
Morocco, July 
3.—Kaid 


General Sir Harry 
MacLean, 
com- 


mander o£ the sultan's body guard, 
has been made a prisoner by Raisuli, 
the bandit chief, and will be held as a 
hostage by the latter until the sultan 
agrees to pardon Raisuli on his own 
terms. 
General MacLean was nego- 


tiating with Raisuli regarding the lat- 
ter's pardon when he was made pris- 
oner. 


General MacLean is a former officer 


of the British army, and is descended 
from an old Scotch family. All his in- 
fluence with the sultan has been exer- 
cised in the interests of civilization 
and humanity, and he is universally 
respected even among the most fanat- 
ical of the foreigner-hating Moors. 


ALSO WANTS A RANSOM. 


Paris, July 
3.—Advices 
received 


here from Morocco say that Kaid Gen- 
eral Sir Harry MacLean, who was ne- 
gotiating 
with 
Raisuli, the bandit 


chief, for the latter's pardop by the 
sultan, has been made a. prisoner by 
the bandit, who not only announces 
that he will make his own conditions 
for his pardon, but demands the pay- 
ment of a ransom before he will set 
General MacLean at liberty. 


The latest exploit of Raisuli in cap- 


turing Kaid General Sir Harry Mac- 
Lean, brings the noted bandit to pub- 
lic attention after a period of com- 
parative 
retirement. 
MacLean 
is 


probably the most influential man in 
Morocco, being the English adviser 
who organized the sultan's army and 
civil administration, and who stands 
next to the sultan 
himself 
in the 


practical conduct of Moroccan affairs. 


His capture, therefore, is even more 


of an achievement 
for Raisuli than 


his former captures of Perdicaris and 
Harris, the latter the London Times 
correspondent 
Morocco advices are 


often misleading, owing to the inac- 
cessibility of the mountain marauders 
and the magnified reports of their 
operations, but if Ralsuli's capture of 
MacLean proves correct, the bandit 
has an unusually rich prisoner, with 
which to negotiate with the sultan, 
and possibly with England, to which 
MacLean still owes allegiance, and to 
France and Spain, 
who are jointly 


charged with the international polic- 
ing of Morocco.

inad'e each month by the subscribers, 
"with the intention on the part of the 
accused that 
the 
persons 
so sub- 


scribing 
should not 
be paid 
the 


amount agreed upon and promised at 
the maturity of said debentures." 


Attached to the complaint Is a copy 


of the circular on which the charge 
is based. This circular sets forth that 
the company Is incorporated under 
the laws of West Virginia, having a 
caoital stock oJ $100,000.

searching today or Chester B. Run- 
yan, paying teller of the Windsor Trust 
company, who, the directors allege, is 
missing with $86.615 in cash.

George W. Young, a director 
of the Trust company, confirms the re- 
ports of the defalcation, which the de- 
tectives say is one of the most remark- 
able ever reported.

tors of the Windsor Trust company 
made good the defalcation and were 
about to offer a reward of 52,500 for 
the arrest of Runyan.

nese association of America has is- 
sued the following statement: 


"Five of the principal chambers of 


commerce in Japan recently address- 
ed a communication to chambers of 
commerce in America setting forth 
the grievances of Japan residents in 
San Francisco, including among such 
grievances the denial of the right of 
education. 


"The 
Japanese 
association of 


America, which has its headquarters 
in San Francisco, believes that in jus- 
tice to the people of California and 
the whole 
country, this erroneous 


statement should 
be corrected and 


false impressions removed. 
Japanese 


children in San Francisco are not now 
denied the right of education. On the 
other hand there are as many Japa- 
nese scholars In the public schools as 
there were before the earthquake and 
fire of April 18, 1906. and they are 
receiving the same treatment and the 
same advantages that are given to 
the pupils of other nationalities anc 
are admitted to the same schools. 


"In making this correction the Jap- 


anese association of America wishes 
to show its desire for fairness and it 
hopes that its efforts to bring aboul 
friendly relations between the Japa- 
nese and the people rf San Francisco 
and the state of California will have 
the sympathy and support of the mer- 
chants "and business men of 
the 


state."

at Washington, and F. S. Oldham, a 
representative of the treasury depart- 
ment, is now jn charge of the institu- 
tion. 
Injudicious loans are said to 


have been the cause of the bank's 
difficulties, and while anything like 
an accurate statement of the bank's 
assets and liabilities cannot be se- 
cured until a thorough examination 
is, made, indications now are that 
there is good prospect of depositors 
recovering their money in full. The 
bank's 
stockholders, 
however, will 


lose heavily. 


Backed Cooperage Concern. 


The rock upon which the bank hit 


is said to have been loans to the ex- 
tent of ?60,000 made three years ago 
in ''"backing" what is known as the 
United States cooperage company, a 
string of stave 
and heading mills, 


with D. G. Sharp, now of Cleveland, 
at its 
head. 
Sharp 
had mills at 


Hicksville, 
Shelby 
and 
Delaware 


Bend, and his business enterprise not 
only seemed prosperous, but it 
had 


the entire confidence of the 
com- 


munity here. 


Today directors of the bank are de- 


claring that 
Cashier 
Horton mada 


these loans to the cooperage concern 
upon his own responsibility, and it is 
said that for more than two years the 
bank has been endeavoring quietly to 
realize on the loans and recoup Its 
losses. 
Two weeks ago, it is said, 


it attached the cooperage plants here 
and at Shelby to secure the claim, 
but there has been so much deterior- 
ation in the property that it is be- 
lieved hardly more than $20,000 can. 
be realized from it. All the bank of- 
ficials, including Cashier Horton, have 
the fullest confidence of the com- 
munity, and the official in charge de- 
clares" that there is not the slightest 
warrant for any suspicion of dishon- 
esty in any quarter. Bad loans sim- 
ply did the business. 


Bank Was an Old One. 


The officers of the bank included 


Frank Maxwell, president; Amos Far- 
low, 
vice president: W. F. Horton, 


cashier, and 0. E. Simpson, assistant 
cashier. The bank was an old one, 
established in 18S3 by Frank N. Hor- 
ton, father of the cashier, 
as 
the 


Farmers' and 
Merchants' bank. 
In 


1887 It was transformed into the First 
National bank of Hicksville, with a 
capital stock of $50,000. 


The last statement of the bank's re- 


sources and liabilities made 
to the 


comptroller of the currency showed 
the banks' condition at the close of. 
business on May 20, 1907. as follows:

946: "United States bonds, - $50,000;'

pany, including the historic old feed- 
er canal extending from Robison park 
to this city, together with real estate, 
water wheels and other power equip- 
ment and rights of the old company. 
The price is understood to have bee'n 
something like $100,000 and the act- 
ual transfer of the property will oc- 
cur within a few days. 


The transaction is of more than 


usual interest from the fact that it in- 
volves a property about which much 
local history has centered. 
The old 


canal, originally constructed in the 
early 40's, was a feeder from the St. 
Joe river for the old Wabash and Erie 
canal when that waterway was the 
only avenue of transportation through 
this region. 


When the Wabash and Erie canal 


went Into disuse the state sold the

to 
Messrs.

and a great deal of this was rotten 
and unfit for use. Salt was S2.25 per 
bushel and everything else was equally 
as high. 


The settlers living so far from mill 


and market were often put in dire 
straits for provisions and many timer, 
the price was so high that but few 
could buy what they 
most needed. 


Hard cash -was necessarily the

requisite that they most lacked and 
people oi this day in the ~ame circum- 
stances can 
picture to 
themselves 


what this must mean. 


Potatoes were scarce 
and wheat 


bread almost unknown: the supply of 
rye was barely sufficient for 
their 


needs. Imagine quietly to yourself a 
family living on vegetables gathered 
from the woods, cooked as "greens" 
with milk and beech bark. But this is 
not the limit of jt all. Think of the 
cabin of the settler visited in dire cir- 
cumstances by 
severe 
fevers 
and 


agues, 
sometimes 
prostrating 
his 


whole family for weeks without neigh- 
bors close and far from the doctor's 
aid and scarcely any provisions to as- 
suage that consuming 
hunger, 
and 


still no medicine to stop those awful 
chills and shakes which the settlers 
so dreaded.

Half a Hundred Men are 


Covered by Debris, But 


No One is Killed. 


Cincinnati, Ohio. July 3.—Fifty-two 


men had a remarkable escape from 
death in the collapsing of a four-story 
business block on Main street yester- 
day afternoon, only ten being injured, 
and none of those dangerously. 
The 


accident was caused by the weaken- 
ing of foundations by the excavation 
being made at the Corner of Ninth 
and Main streets for the new ten- 
Btory building of the Second National 
bank and the building that fell was 
that occupied by the office furniture 
firm of Levy & White. Its outer wall 
fell into the excavation while the la- 
borers were enjoying their midday 
meal. Forty laborers were employed 
on the job and most of them were 
seated around the excavation 
when 


the wall fell. 
In the wrecked build- 


ing were a dozen other men, some of 
whom were shot through the windows 
and wreckage into the street. That 
numbers were 
not killed 
outright 


seems little less than miraculous and 
for some time it was believed that 
several of those under the wreckage 
must have perished. 


Not until nearly two hours after the 


accident was it positively known that 
none had been killed. 
Automobiles 


from neighboring garages were put in 
service and soon carried to the hos- 
pitals the ten men who were found to 
require the attention of surgeons, but 
many of the laborers, as soon as they 
recovered from the stunning effect of 
the falling wreckage, joined the body 
of rescuers.

Slice full-grown, ."but young onions across quarter-inch

Drain off all the water, season with salt and peppsr, pour a 
good drawn butter over them, stew with fine dry crumbs, 
stick butter-bits over this and bake, covered,for ten minutes, 
then brown slightly...

Child's One Piece Tucked Dress. 


.—BY MRS. JAKE FORIX-— 


The pattern for this one piece gar- 


ment is cut in three sizes, for children 
from one to five years of age. For a 
child of three years, the dress re- 
quires three and three-eighths yards 
of material twenty-seven inches wide, 
or two 
yards 
of goods 
forty-four 


inches in width. If insertion is used 
for ihe cuffs and collar, one and one- 
quarter yards will be needed. 


The continued popularity 
of this 


style of dress is due to the fact that 
it is easily-made and not difficult to 
launder. In the garment shown here, 
the broad tucks, which are so becom- 
ing to children, are stitched to the 
waist line and from there down are 
pressed into place. Any of the heavy 
wash fabrics, such as gingham, charn- 
bray. pique or duck, will be effective 
made after this pattern. The frock is 
closed invisibly at the left side of the 
front, and the little sleeve is gathered 
into a band of the material. A hem 
finishes the bottom of the garment, 
and the belt worn with it may be 
either leather or of goods like 
the 


dress. 


If fabrics of different weaves and 


designs are used, several frocks may 
be made from this pattern and yet 
considerable 
variety 
given 
them. 


Hamburg insertion could be used as a. 
trimming on some materials, and in 
this way still more variety obtained. 
The bands of the sleeves and the col- 
lar made of white pique and hand em- 
broidered in the 
French 
or satin 


stitch would be pretty. On the plain, 
straight front a conventional design 
in the same stitch'would b eeffective. 
Still another way to use this popular 
handiwork would be to arrange a de- 
sign on the outer edge of the tucks, 
commencing with a narrow vine at 
the waist line, front 
and - back, and 


broadening it as the shoulders are ap- 
proached. 


Frocks of gingham or madras might 


be finished at the outer edge of the 
tucks with a row of feather stitching. 
Two or three small sprays could be 
worked close to the 
neck on the 


stright front and embroidered either 
in self or contrasting colors and would 
give a pretty finish.

These days of straitened incomes 


and overcrowded employment make 
the invention of new ways of earning 
money pract'eally a necessity.

in the room least used in the house, 
and both mother and maids are grate- 
ful and all the better for this quiet re- 
spite of an hour and a half daily. The 
pay is usually about a shilling a day.—

Northern Indiana Hospital for the In- 
sane at Longcliff has 
been stopped 


and the force of men at work has been 
dismissed, all the money appropriated 
by the last legislature for this purpose 
having been spent. 


The buildings will remain untenant- 


ed until a further appropriation can 
be obtained, and Henry M. Barnhart, 
of Rochester, a member o! the board 
of trustees, has presented to Governor 
Hanly an appeal that a portion of the 
contingency fund be made available. 


The hospital has for years been over- 


crowded. 
The 
two 
new 
buildings 


were intended to relieve this condi- 
tion, but already there arc more ap- 
plications for commitment than would 
fill both buildings if all patients could 
be accepted. 


The capacity of the present build- 


ings is 820, but Longcliff now has 890 
patients and has refused to accommo- 
date many others. The overflow is be- 
ing taken care of in two tent camps 
at one end of the 
grounds, the pa- 


tients sleeping there. Sixty of the less 
helpless patients are cared for in these 
tents. It was expected that the build- 
ings would be opened this fall, but, 
according to Dr. Joseph Rogers, super- 
intendent, the increased cost of build- 
ing materials and labor use 1 up the ap- 
propriation before the plumbing, paint- 
ing and other finishing touches could 
be supplied. It is estimated that an 
additional appropriation 
of 
about 


$8,000 must be made to complete the 
two structures. Scores of patients are 
held in the various counties contribut- 
ing to the Longcliff hospital. 
If the 


money desired can be obtained it is 
hoped to open the new buildings early 
in September.
